i"**",! is the busiest place for miles 


iround. Men, women and children are 
)usy packing one of the finest crops 
of tomatoes ever produced in the 
state. Two buyers are on the ground 
light 
and day. Henry Watkins, of 


lope, representing the Hugh Rauw 
Produce company of Van Buren is 
operating a packing shed at the cotton 
platform, and Jarratte 
& 
Auld of 


Jacksonville, Tex., are packing their 
tomatoes in the freight rom of the 
depot. 


Both buyers report that the toma- 


toes are of a very high grade and 
that they expect to load about 50 cars 
from this territory. The tomatoes are 
pulled green ju>» as they mature and 
are hauled to the sheds, where they 
are weighed and graded. Then they 
are wrapped with paper and packed 
in 30 pound lugs. About six hundred 
lugs are loaded in a car. 


This is the first time this section 


has produced tomatoes in comercial 
quantities, and is the out-growth of 
evening school classes held last wint- 
er by the local vocational agriculture 
teacher, M. F. Stanford, assisted by J. 
L. Edge, who has grown tomatoes in 
East Texas for past few years. L. T. 
Mcrrett. local merchant also helped 
to gel the tomato business started.
